We have nothing as yet, to confirm the rumcr
that Gen. Scott had taken the city of Mexico.—
While we_fee! confident that by this time, at
least, he has entered the capitol, and without very
serious resistance, the statement that he was in
Mexico, on the 17th July, wants confirmation, and
for the reasons set forth by the Picayune. That

paper of the 3d inst. says:

The brig Mary Jane has also arrived from Tam-
pico, having left there on the 26th vit. Sofaras
we can learn, the latest accounts from Tampico
makeno mention whatever of Gen. Scott’s viclo-
ry. Letters of the 25th in abundance have been
received in town from Tampico. They =say nota
word of the entrance said to have been made on
the 17th—eight days previously. It is clear that
there was no sach_story current in. Tampico.—
Private letters wonld have mentioned it, and Capt.
Hussey, of the Mary Jane, would have heard of
it. Feheard nothing ofthe kind. How far com-
munications between Tampico and the Capitol
have been interrupted by the late expedition of
Col. De Russy, we have been unable to learn;
we have no later Mexican papers by either of the
arrivals. Dut even were the usual mail entirely
broken up it would seem asif so important an event
ns the fall of the Capitol must inevitably have
reached Pampico in 8 or § days, transmitted ‘from
mouih to mouth,’ .

We have taken some pains to follow to their
sources many reports in relation to Gen. Scott’s
position.  We il iucline to the belief” that he
did not march f;om Puebla before the 15th. Dy
the map most m vogue Puebla is eighty-seven
miles diztant from the enpitol, and we do not be-
lieve that his march will be entirely unopposed.

Of all the priests, whether of Irish orother
extraction, who can speak English, there is but
one (Rev. Mr. Clonully) able to attend the immi-
grant sheds.  The great Cathedral is literally de-
serted ; there being mno clergyman disengaged
from the incessant labors of attending the sick to
say mass, or administer the sacraments there.—
I'hie Nuns and Sisters of Charity are dead, sick
or worn out by fatigue.

The excellent Bishop Bourget and his viear
rencral take their turns night and day by the
beds of thesick anddying. The clergymenwlio
can speak English even imperfectly, are called
in from the country parishes. The Jesuit fathers
fromour Catholic College, St. John’s, have been
summoned to Montreal; and already, with a de-
votion which is really sublime, the good men have
set forth for their mission of death.

An allray occurred at Blacksburg, Montgomery
County, Vi, on the 24th ult., between members
ot the National Circus Company and citizens of
Montgomery, which has probably resulted in the
death of a worthy young man who was in atlen-
dance at the Circus. The cirenmstances which
gave rize to the altereation are stated in the Fin-
castle Democrat to be the ollowing. A dog be-
longing to the Circus was kicked by one of the
visitors, to whom he was troublesome, and out of
this incident the affray arose, in which one of
the showmen cut a young man not engaged in
the guarrel, with the edge of a seythe, inflicting
wounds which it is feared may prove mortal.

In1aé fehire we must accustom ourselves to

expect,_the ual relaxation of the restriclive
princil::lea uat have heretofore been applhed by
the variomnations of the earth to commercial in-
tercourse. The signs of the times are not 1o be
mistaken ly any but those who are wilfully blind
to them, aul it will prove the worst of fully vainly
to strive aminst them, under the fallacious anti-
cipation ofsome era p to the recurrence
of an explded theory—exploded by its own prac-
tical operafon. The best of wisdom is that which
yieds natual prejudices and individual interests
to the poteicy of experience in favor of the gener-
al . md the time has now come when the
admonition of reason may be distinctly understood
by every mn who is willing to listen thereunto.
[t suggeststhe propriety of resigning the delusive
hopes of exclusive privileges; and challenges the
application of soun judgment to the natural prin-
ciples of tnde, that all the consequences and in-
fluences ewlved, foreseen and unforeseen, may be
steadfustlyimproved : whatis evil, carefully avoid-
ed, and what is good, sedulously maintaired.

So far as this subject refers to ourown country,
we have much cause to believe that any violent
political agitation thereupon will be known no
more. The difference between parlies now, is
more in words and thasubtleties of party prejudice,
than in active meaning and purpose ; and although
the day is not yet gone by, perbaps, in which, un-
der certain circumstances, some change might oc-
cur in legislation upon the matter; yet weappre-
hend, there would be noaction corresponding with
the ultra sentiment with which we have been fa-
miliar in Limes not long past. Certainly, no such
action could possibly be atiended with permanent
snccess, and wonld ba only. the procursor of anu-
ther change * back again.”
